Thirty-Five  Million  Happiness  Pills 

„No\v  you  qan  take  a  pill,  for  your  happiness  problems. 
The  new  “tranquilizing”  drugs  on  the  market  are  in  such 
demand  over'  the  country  that  manufacturers  estimate 
that  35,000,000  of  them  will  be  used  this  year  to  restore 
distraught  Americans  tp  their  proper  temper,,^ 

These  pharmaceutical  itelhs  are  knoA'n  tq  the  trade 
as  reserpine,  chlorpromazine  and  menrobamate.  To  the 
less  scientific  they  are  referred  to  as  “mood  pills”  or  “hap¬ 
piness  pills.” 

The  drugs  are  used  to  treat  nervousness  and  to  calm 
those  who  are  emotionally  upse't.  Available  only  through 
a  physician’s  prescription,  there  is  no  doubt  about  their 
great  value.  There  are  plenty  of  nervous,  emotionally 
upset  people  around  who  are  looking  for  help  from  some¬ 
where. 

Digitalis  is  often  used  to  stimulate  the  heart,  belladonna 
to  relax  the  muscles,  barbiturates  to  soothe  the  nerves, 
and  now  the  boon  of  something  to  put  the  mind  at  ease. 
All  of  these  are  valuable  treatments  of  human  ills  but 
they  have  been  and  will  be  misused  by  misguided  people. 

A  pill,  however  potent,  cannot  be  used  as  a  cnrtch  m 
meeting  the  worries,  frustrations,  and  difficultes  of  day- 
to-day  living.  Any  attempt  to  escape  from  reality  is  fool¬ 
ishness,  whether  the  attempt  be  made  by  wav  of  liquor, 
dope,  some  mad  fling,  or  a  “mood  pill.” 

The  biggest  pill  most  of  us  need  to  swallow  is  the 
necessity  to  grab  facts  by  the  forelock  "arid  do  something 
about  them.  To  face  reality,  to  get  a  grip  oh  ourselves, 
to  put  resolution  into  our  bones  is  medicine,  too. 

No  pill  or  potion,  no  lotion  or  dosage,  no  balm  or  oint¬ 
ment  can  bring  permanent  peace  and  tranquility  to  a  sin¬ 
ful  heart.  The  only  real  cure  for  our  numerous  neuroses 
is  in  the  divine  plan  of  salvation  which  includes  the  trans¬ 
forming  and  renewing  of  the  mind.  “For  God  hath  not 
given  us  the  spirit  of  fear;  but  of  power,  and  of  love,  and 
of  a  sound  mind.”

A  survey  made  recently  by  the  National  Retail  Dry 
Goods  Association  brought  out  some  very  interesting  facts 
which  have  a  direct  bearing  upon  church  enlistment. 

Among  salesmen,  the  survey*  shows  that  48%  make 
one  call  and  quit,  25'  <  make  two  calls  and  quit,  15%  make 
three  calls  and  quit,  which  means  that  88%  of  the  sales¬ 
men  get  discouraged  and  quit  after  making  one,  two,  or 
three  calls. 

The  easily  discouraged  88%  of  the  salesmen  who  quit 
by  the  third  call  do  only  20%  of  the  business.  In  their 
phlegmatic,  forlorn,  and  near-futile  manner  they  shew 
with  mathematical  certainty  that  salesmanship  and  en¬ 
listment  heed,  above  all  other  qualities,,  persistence. 

On  the  other  hand  12%  of  the  salesmen  keep  on  call¬ 
ing  time  and  time  again  and  they  do  80%  of  the  business. 

Undismayed  and  not  easily  discouraged  these  fellows  have 
a  record  which  likewise  says  that  salesmanship  and  en¬ 
listment  need,  above  all  other  qualities,  persistence.

Executive  Committee  of  the 
Convention  Board  meets  in  reg¬ 
ular  qujgterly  meeting  Tuesday, 
July  17  at  Kittiwake  Baptist 
Assembly.  These  men  render 
a  great  and  unusual  service  for 
our  convention.  All  matters  "af¬ 
fecting  our  work  in  the  state 
cannot  be  cared  for  in  the 
regular  full  Convention  Board 
meetings  are  their  responsibi¬ 
lity. 

These  men  are  elected  by  the 
-Convention — Board;  -domina¬ 
tions  are  made  from  4he  floor 
and  then  nine  men  are  elected. 
An  election  of  this  sort  is  the 
most  democratic  possible.

Pastor  of  Liberty  Church, 
William  P.  Davis,  Pastor  of 
Flora  Churchy  W.  L.  Meadows, 
Quitman  Pastor,  John  McCall, 
Pastor  Vicksburg  First  Church, 
Brooks  \VesterL  Pastor  Brook- 
haven  First,  Earl  Kelly,  pastor 
of  Holly  Springs  Church.  W.  L. 
Day,  Pastor  of  Calvary  Church, 
Tupelo  and  Gordon  Sansing, 
Paftor  of  Broadmoor  Church, 
Jackson.  Mr.  Owen  Cooper, 
president  of  the  State  Conven¬ 
tion  Is  an  ex-officio  member. 
W.  C.  Fields  was  a  member  be¬ 
fore  becoming  Editor  of  the 
Baptist  Record. 

Building  And  Pastoral  Aid. 
In  the  state  mission  budget 
there  are  two  items  known  as 
Church  Building  Aid  and  Pas¬ 
toral  Aid.  These  comparatively 
small  sums  ($10,000.00  and  $5, 
000.00  respectively)  are  used  to 
aid  needy  churches.  The  church 
building  aid  is  used  mainly  for 
new  churches  just  getting  start 
ed  and  very  weak  churches  that 
cannot  build  additional  rooms 
to  thelr  present  buildings  but 
need  them  badly.  The  Pastoral 
Aid  is  used  to  supplement  the 
pastor’s  salary  in  weak 
churches  that  cannot  pay  a  liv¬ 
ing  wage  to  their  pastor. 

This  is  mission  money  ear¬ 
marked  to  meet  real  need.  No 
church  that  can  meet  its  own 


i  progressive  new  churches  gave 
me  some,  very  interesting  in- 
j  formation.  It  is  a  church  that 
has  been  organized  about  three 
years  and  has  285  families  in 
its  membership.  A  wise  building 
program  has  been  pursued  and 
gratifying  results  havP  been  ob 
!  tained.  It  is  one  of  our  best 
new  situations. 

The  capable  pastor  tells  me 
1  that  the  giving  of  the  member-  j 
ship  has  been  carefully  analy 
zed.  Fifty  two  percent  (52%)  of  ] 
the  285  families  give  one  dollar! 
($1.00)  per  week  or  less.  26 
!  families  give  nothing.  493fami 
lies  give  exactly  $1.00  per  week 
j  199  families  give  less  than  $5.00 
1  per  week. 

This  church  haS  an  annual 
i  budget  of  $60,000.  The  study  un 
questionably  shows  that  a  com-, 
paratiyely  few  are  really  eari*y 
!  ing  the  burden  of  the  church 
work.  The  study  of  every  one 
of  our  churches  would  be  most 
j  interesting  and  helpful. 

I  invite  pastors  to  make  such 
[a  survey  of  these  churches  for 
their  own  use.  Such  informa¬ 
tion  might  "stab  awake"  some 
churches  when  they  learn  their 
giving  habits.  We  would  be 
;  grateful  if  the  results  of  such  j 
studies  were  sent  to  us. 

Most  churches  ere  just  be-  i 
!  ginning  to  get  real  results  from 
their  stewardship  preaching 
and  promotion.  How  much  more 
could  be  done  for  the  glory  of 
the  Lord  if  all  our  people  were 
contributing  •  regularly  to  all 
our  work.
